Man’s Laughing God 


Vgeey BAN HAS conceived of God in various 
.74q roles, such as the God of plenty and the 
Ap “esd God of health, but rarely does he think 
: of Him as the God of laughter. Yet 
the Bible speaks of the Lord as laughing, and 
man in his inclination to be pessimistic at times 
and inclined to think vhat he serves the Lord by 
being stern and serious overlooks the fact that 
he has a God of laughter. 

The nothings that man magnifies into things 
of importance in his own estimation would have 
small place in the sight of his laughing God. 
The world is full of people who make a moun- 
tain out of a molehill and then live in terror of 
the mountain. And all the while God is laugh- 
ing atthem. He tries to laugh them out of their 
fantasy and to turn their attention to worth- 
while things. He laughs that they may catch 
the infection of his laughter. 

In the Psalms we read that “the Lord will 
laugh at” the wicked, those who think contrary 
to good. In a metaphysical sense we do not 
think of the Lord as a personality laughing at 
man’s misfortunes, but we do see in the Psalms 
a thought expressed that shows us the insignif- 
icance of that which we often deem important. 
Certainly, if we can conceive of our God as able 
to make us laugh when we would be hard and 
stern, we shall empower Him to heal us of 
many of our personal grievances. 

The world of illusion so often mentioned in 
the religious teachings of the far East com- 
prises all that would lure man away from the 
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great central truths of life. In his world of 
illusion man sees his hates and his fears as hav- 
ing power over him. This world he peoples 
with beings whom he fears or dislikes and he 
makes of it a world of unhappiness. This world 
he fills with beings who he thinks have power to 
interfere with his success, and his world is no 
longer one of illusion but one of seeming reality. 
It loses its illusory character, because it is made 
up of real people. And God continues to laugh 
at man!—as a fond parent might laugh at a 
little child who thinks that things can harm 
him. 

Grown-ups, too, have their bogy men, their 
Frankensteins. They build up adverse states 
of consciousness and thus create their bogies. 
They endow relatives and employers with power 
to limit them and then in self-hypnosis sit under 
their spell. They believe that things of the world 
can take their happiness from them. Their 
world of illusion becomes more real to them 
than the three-dimensional world they touch 
with their feet and feel with their hands. 

God is laughing at you at this moment if 
you are missing the enjoyment of a 
beautiful day by brooding over hurt feelings. 
God is laughing if you are holding in mind 
a hurt of yesterday when you should be 
keeping in mind the joy of loving Him to- 
day. God is laughing if you are overlook- 
ing the joy of His world to give your attention 
to the world of illusion. He is laughing if like 
a child you fill your world with bogy men. 
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In Eugene O’Neill’s play “Lazarus Laughed” 
Lazarus sees men of the world disturbed by 
things of nothingness and he laughs. He laughs 
at men for believing that other persons and 
things can disturb them. He laughs with God. 

Have you thought of God as your God of 
laughter? Is this conception of God a little too 
informal for you? Then God laughs at your 
formality. One writer, Walter Lanyon, tells us 
that the people of God are a people of joy, and 
it is not until they hear their God laughing in 
their souls that they have attained to their 
heritage. Get rid of your old impressions of God, 
your formal conceptions of Him, and laugh with 
Him. 

It would seem at this moment as if the world 
we live in, with all its serious people, is provid- 
ing a lot of amusement for a certain invisible 
world in which every one is laughing with God. 
We would seem to be objects of amusement be- 
cause we give such importance to things of in- 
significance and nothingness. Our world of illu- 
sion with its hates, fears, selfishness, jealousies, 
and personal animosities must present a hila- 
rious comedy to our God of laughter. And at 
those who object to seeing God as a God of 
laughter we believe God laughs the harder! 

Man’s laughing God is his greatest friend 
because only through laughter in his soul of 
souls can man rise out of his world of illusion, 
his world of self-hypnosis, his world strangely 
unlike the world of God, which is the world of 
smiles and eternal joy. 











How to Be Thankful 


AiitsAk MUST think of every blessing that 
14%; comes to us as coming through God’s 





that becomes manifest in our life does 
so through God’s love for us. We must be grate- 
ful for and appreciative of every evidence that 
God loves us. 

If we take things for granted, if we think of 
our good as coming through our own personal 
efforts, if we leave God out of the matter, we 
shall never be thankful in spirit. We shall 
never know the joy of giving thanks if we feel 
that we have no one to whom thanks is due. If 
we leave God out when we should be thankful, 
we shall eventually find that God appears to be 
absent from our life when we seek His bless- 
ings. 

In learning to be thankful the first step is to 
recognize God and to give Him a place in our life. 
The next step is to turn to Him when we are in 
need. The third step is to give thanks for the 
good we seek before it is visible. The fourth 
step is the prompt recognition of God when the 
blessing comes into manifestation. 

We can see that learning to be thankful is a 
simple matter. It is but a process of recogniz- 
ing God and giving Him a place in our lives. It 
is a matter of knowing that our blessings come 
direct from God and not through any person, 
thing, or circumstance. 

The person who has many blessings is one 
who is always grateful and appreciative. He 
always gives thanks for even the smallest evi- 
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dence of God’s love for him. He rejoices at the 
smallest blessing that comes into his life. No 
blessing ever comes to him but he gives thanks 
for it. 

All of us know of instances where it was 
shown that the unappreciative person denies 
himself much good. Very often the unapprecia- 
tive person does not receive favors or gifts from 
his friends because he does not know how to ex- 
press his thanks. His lack of appreciation and 
failure to give thanks sets up a barrier that 
prevents his receiving the blessings that would 
be his if he knew how to give thanks. 

We should think of a gift that comes 
through a friend as being prompted by Spirit. 
We should be appreciative in our attitude to- 
ward the friend and not fail to give thanks to 
God for the gift. To fail to give thanks makes 
us discourteous toward both God and the friend. 

Today live in the anticipation of some bless- 
ing. When it comes to you, see how happy and 
thankful you can be. Let your heart overflow 
with love for God. It may be an insignificant 
blessing or favor in the eyes of the world, but 
this fact must not chill your enthusiasm. Train 
yourself to be just as thankful for the small gift 
from God as for the larger blessing. God’s love 

cannot be measured according to the size or 
material worth of a gift. Remember that you 
are giving thanks for God’s love and not for the 
appearance of a gift. You must be as apprecia- 
tive as you can possibly be. 

You will never lack any good thing if you 
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are appreciative and cultivate the spirit of 
thankfulness. This spirit assures you always 
of having whatever good you need and desire. 
You cannot lack any good thing when you live 
in God’s love and do not neglect to express it in 
all your ways. You cannot lack a blessing when 
you know how to give thanks for it through 
your love of God even before it appears in mani- 
festation. The evidence of your faith in God 
lies in your ability to give thanks for that which 
you seek before it appears in visibility. 

Do you grasp the truths underlying thank- 
fulness? Do you not see that you have no re- 
course but to love God and be thankful? You 
cannot receive a blessing from God unless you 
have a receptive and thankful heart. You would 
not go to a spring for water without an empty 
vessel. You would not hope to fill a vessel with 
a lid firmly clapped down upon it. You cannot 
expect God to fill your heart unless it is open to 
Him. Do you see that thankfulness will make 
your heart open and receptive? 

Being thankful is not a difficult exercise. We 
become thankful when we get the right view of 
life. We see our relation to God and give thanks. 
Our heart is filled with love for Him and we are 
thankful. We recognize every gift and every 
favor as coming from Him and are thankful. 
Our heart opens to Him through love, just as 
the flower opens to the warmth of the sun. God 
finds our heart open and receptive and then 
finds some blessing with which to make us glad. 




















The Principle of the Thing 


Qe OW OFTEN we hear some person say 
mo Vy 


when disconcerted by something that 
2 another has said or done, “It’s not so 
™“ much what he said or did. It’s just the 
principle of the thing.” Many of man’s troubles 
seem to revolve around “the Thing.” Things 
of the world lure man away from his inner 
sense of peace. “The Thing” becomes to him 
whatever disturbs his sense of harmony. 

In a book entitled “The Philosopher’s Stone” 
there is a child who comes to think of the things 
he loses as going to the realm of Lost. He thinks 
of Lost as the world into which his little spade 
disappears. Lost becomes a mysterious world 
that appropriates his pleasures. 

In man’s world he is more concerned with 
the world of the Thing. If this occupies his 
attention to the exclusion of all else, we call him 
worried. We shall let the world of the Thing 
represent that world of external things, other 
persons, and circumstances that is waging the 
fight against the inner world of Spirit and peace. 
According to the thought of the material world, 
the world of the Thing has power over man. 
According to the teachings of Spirit and Truth, 
through Christ within him man has power over 
this world. 

Those encumbered with the thought of 
things remind us of this passage in I Samuel: 
“Behold, he hath hid himself among the stuff.” 
They are involved in the thought of things. 
They are like the helpless insect caught in the 
meshes of a spider’s web. They are engulfed 
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in stuff. E 

The world of the Thing comes to be the 
world of whatever thing is disturbing us. The 
Thing viewed from one persons’s standpoint has 
one character and viewed from another’s it has 
another character. To one person it presents 
the appearance of disease, to another it may 
present the appearance of domestic trouble. 
Viewed from the standpoint of Truth, all worry 
must be given the impersonal, indefinite, and 
indistinctive title of the Thing. 

Now what about principle? What about 
“the principle of the Thing’? Is worry based 
on a principle? Are malice and inharmony 
rooted in such things as principles? If we are 
to think of principle as God, Spirit, Truth, love, 
we must admit that disagreements, hates, re- 
venge, selfishness have no support in prin- 
ciple. There is no principle in them; there is a 
conspicuous absence of principle. 

The person who thinks that another has 
acted from a standpoint of no principle can 
right matters only by acting himself from the 
standpoint of principle as God and Truth. He 
cannot continue to hold that another’s actions 
are unprincipled. Certainly he cannot refer to 
the principle of what we have labeled the Thing. 

Thinking of God as principle, we know that 
evil, sin, and adversity have no principle to 
sustain them. They are the absence of princi- 
ple brought to man’s attention. This absence 
should inspire him to know principle and to 
apply it to his thinking and to his world. 
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If we see that a thing has no support in 
principle, we should dismiss it from mind with- 
out delay. Strange to say, the worrier clings 
to things unsupported by principle. Even the 
student of Truth, often taught to keep his 
thought upon God, the One Principle, is often 
inclined to spend much time on that which is 
“unprincipled.” In time, however, he emerges 
out of the world where the Thing has been 
enthroned into the world of God, Truth, reality. 

Very few persons are absolutely free from 
giving some thought to the Thing. They lack 
the consciousness of that inner reality which 
frees them from the belief that the Thing in its 
many guises can disturb their sense of har- 
mony. They lack a realization that God as 
Principle is the principle of their being. 

Your freedom from the world of the Thing, 
from being in bondage to what you have called 
the principle of the Thing can come only by 
directing your thought to its opposite—Spirit 
in the midst of you, and its principle. There is 
no other possible remedy or relief. As long as 
you believe in the world of the Thing and make 
it real to you, you cannot excape it. As long as 
you try to identify it with Principle, you give it 
substance. . 

You live in the realm of Lost when you go 
into the world of the Thing. You must live uni- 
fied with Christ in the midst of you and direct 
your world—things and situations—from your 
inner world. You must rule from the throne of 
Principle—God.
